ACHLAN Armstrong of 

Morwell Falcons has blunted 

the claws of the Brunswick 

Pumas by scoring after only 11 
minutes. 

Cue Alexsander Kuzmanovic. If 
he’s as good as they say he is, maybe he 
can raise a roar to get the Pumas going 
again. 

It’s 15 minutes in and here he 
comes - through the midfield, gliding, 
balanced, deliberate. On his right, Ross 
Aloisi and Seb Emmanuele are making 
runs forward. He picks his spot. Lest 
there be any doubt, he points to that 
spot like a snooker shark nominating the 
pockets. His delivery is spot-on, the ball 
inviting either player to connect and 
score. Regrettably, Falcon defender 
George Hannah is the first to swoop and 
the danger passes.Back in his sweeper’s 
role, Kuzmanovic commits an error that 
momentarily makes a lie of his reputa- 
tion. In possession and Jooking cool, he 
suddenly dithers and loses the ball to 
Alexsander Djordjevic, an opponent of 
old in the Yugoslav first division. 
Djordjevic motors down the right touch- 
line, with Kuzmanovic chasing in vain, 
and spears the ball low into the path of 
Armstrong. Goalkeeper Jim Kourtis 
comes to the rescue with a courageous 
dive, saving the Pumas, saving face for 
Kuzmanovic. 

Such a mistake can spark a mono- 
logue of confrontation’ in the head of a 
lesser player: “This is it. I’m an idiot. 
They're laughing at me. Next week PH 
be dropped. OK, I’m not taking any 
more chances. I'll keep out of the way of 
the ball. I'll kick it only if] have to.” 

But Kuzmanovic is no loser. His 
way of dealing with errors is not only to 
correct them but to bury them under 
mountains of gold. 

Here he is providing the first 
nugget - a foray into attack, riding a bal- 
listic tackle from Shaun Parton. More 
glint of gold as he shows the ball to 
Djordjevic and Sonny Sevin, then drags 
it away from both of them, zig-zagging 
along the left touchline. 

Now he’s on the opposite flank, 
feeding Emmanuele with a pass that is 
turned into a cross for Aloisi -

first half.

Then he crunches Argentine 
strong-man Claudio Canosa who leaps 
to his feet in pain and threatens 
Kuzmanovic nose to nose, eyeball to 
eyeball. Our man remains poker-faced, 
staring down his opponent icily, turning 
laconically and ambling away, only to be 
called back by the referee and shown the 
yellow card. 

Ten minutes to go and 
Kuzmanovic has abandoned his sweep- 
er’s position, remaining in midfield, try- 
ing everything he knows to conjure a 
goal. A mathematically-contrived pass 
to Aloisi carves out an opening. Aloisi 
returns the favour, Kuzmanovic shoots 
low but goalkeeper Steve Mautone 
pounces. Morwell wins but the Pumas 
are gallant in defeat, none more so than 
Aleksander Kuzmanovic, for whom 
times certainly have changed since those 
early weeks in Australia when he was so 
disappointed with the mess at 


_ Brunswick that he almost caught the 


first plane back home.He is being com- 
pared with Adelaide City’s Milan 
Ivanovic now. Could he eventually suc- 
ceed Ivanovic as sweeper of the national 
team?

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The word from Ivanovic is: yes, he 
can. “Kuzmanovic is one of the best 
players to come here from Yugoslavia. I 
came here when I was 28; he’s 27, so I 
can’t see any reason why he couldn't 
play for the Coca Cola Socceroos.” 

Kuzmanovic would welcome the 
chance. “If I play well, maybe the 
national coach will notice me,” he said. 
“It would be a dream - representing 
three countries. Already, I have played 
for the Yugoslav under 19 team and for 
the United Arab Emirates against Bayern 
Munich.” 

Both have rubbed shoulders with 
some of Europe’s best, Ivanovic playing 
European Cup ties against AC Milan and 
Kuzmanovic representing Yugoslavia 
about 15 times at under 20 level in the 
company of Dragan Stojkovic (Red Star, 
Marseilles), Dejan Savicevic (AC Milan) 
and Arisa Asanovic (Hajduk Split). 

Recalling his clashes with Marco 
van Basten, Ruud Gullitt, Frank Rijkard 
and the other virtuosos who made up 
the Milan team, Ivanovic said: “In the 
first leg, in Italy, we were leading 1-0 
after a goal by Savicevic but after 55 min-

utes, the game was called off because of 
fog. 

“We had a crowd of 95,000 that , 
night and they all came back when we 
played again the following night. We 
drew 1-1 in Milan and again in Belgrade, 
after extra time. Then we lost on penal- 
ties. It was very disappointing.” 

But he has experienced nothing 
but elation since coming to Australia five 
years ago, on the recommendation 0. 
Dragoslav Sekularac who was then with 
Red Star and now coaches Heidelberg 
United. 

In 1990-91, Ivanovic was named 
Australian player of the year, won three 
media awards, was naturalised and 
included in the national team. He has 
since played 35 games for Australia. 

He is 33 now, so his International 
career is nearing its end. “I feel good 
physically but I might not have many 
games left in the national team because 
Australia has some great young players 
pushing for my position - Ned Zelic, Paul 
Okon, Steve Horvat,” he said. 

Kuzmanovic has another of his 
former Radnicki Nis team-mates, 
Blagoje Kuleski of Marconi, to thank for 
his move to Australia. Kuleski recom- 
mended Kuzmanovic to Marconi coach 
Frank Arok but because Arok already 
had his quota of three visa players, he 
passed on Kuzmanovic to the then 
Brunswick coach, John Margaritis. 

“Because of all the political trouble 
in Yugoslavia, I wanted a change but it 
was very difficult getting a contract in 
Europe, not only because so many 
Yugoslavs were on the market but also 
because | had just returned from playing 
in the United Arab Emirates and the 
feeling was that anyone who played 
there couldn’t be much good,” 
Kuzmanovic said. 

How wrong they were. 
Kuzmanovic had been so influential in 
Oman that his club, Sur, won the 
Sultan's Cup. Sur's other major influ- 
ences had been the former New York 
Cosmos coach, Eddie Firmani, and strik- 
er David Glavevski from Yugoslav club 
Rad. 


The prejudice in Europe against 
players coming from so-called backwa- 
ter countries would mitigate also against 
Brunswick's Ransford Banini where he 
not Ghanaian, Kuzmanovic said. “With 
a bit of luck he can be the best player in 
Australia - worth maybe $4 million or $5 
million on the European market. And a 
European club would give him a good 
contract because he is from Ghana, not 
from Australia, and because many other 
Ghanaian players have been successful 
there. On the other hand, no-one would 
give an Australian a million dollars.” 


He has no doubts, however, that 
the elite Australian players deserve to 
have riches lavished on them - Mark 
Viduka and Steve Corica in particular. 
He also expressed admiration for Paul 
Trimboli, Glenn Johnson and Jason 
Polak. 


But in the Asia-Oceania region, 
Australian domestic soccer was being 
left behind by the leagues of Japan, 
South Korea, Malaysia, the Gulf States 
and, increasingly, China. 


“In those countries, money is 
invested heavily in soccer and commer- 
cial television is involved, which means 
sponsors have the sort of exposure they 
demand and young people are inspired 
to follow and to play the sport,” he said. 

“If Australian soccer is to make a 
major move forward, it must get the sup- 
port of commercial television.”

In time the most significant 
event of South Melbourne’s 
1993-94 season may turn out 
to be a ceremony far 
removed from a Francis 
Awaritefe goal or a Mehmet 
Durakovic dash. 


On 16 January two politicians 
smiled for the cameras and chipped 
away at the hard clay on an embank- 
ment at Middle Park. This symbolic 
turning of the first sod in a $2 million 
building project marks the biggest 
change in the club’s history. 


The competitive spirit that fuels Kevin 
Muscat’s fire is a volatile mix with a 
short fuse. ‘The South Melbourne 
defender has_a ferocious desire to 
win.and, sometimes, the fuse ignites: 
“Always, from: the time was young, 
I've gone in hard for the ball,” says 
Muscat. “I get mixed-up in a lot of 
things, with the physical stuff, maybe 
because | want to win so much. Any 
sport is about winning.” 
The 20-year-old Muscat admits his 
temper can get the better of him, but 
he’s working on keeping his cool. A 
series of suspensions, including a 
two-game ban after a trial-by-video 
incident, have forced him to.curb his 
aggressive instincts. 
Not that Muscat is about to mellow. 
Throughout his whirlwind career the 
tearaway from Melbourne’s west has 
gone full-bore. . Yet one battle Muscat 
did:lose made him what he:is today. 
As a teenage midfielder Muscat was 
sent to the A.LS. in Canberra, where 
coach Ron Smith intended to knock 
the rough edges off Muscat’s game. 
But the cocky kid from Sunshine 
George Cross wasn’t ready for what 
Smith had in mind. 
“Ron was the coach who converted 
me into a defender,” recalls Muscat. 
“But I couldn't get used to the idea, 
and [ was always asking Ren:when | 
could go back to midfield. He told 
me to stick at it and it finally. worked 
out for me. “If it wasn’t for that |: don’t 
think: [would have played in the ‘94 
World Youth Cup finats.* 
it was only by chance that Muscat 
was spotted for the youth team: 
Eddie Thomson was in Canberra with 
an Coca Cola Olyroo.squad; but a 
few defenders couldn’t make it to the 
training camp. ‘Muscat, then just 17 
years of age, was brought in to make 
up the numbers. He did much more 
than that. He trained strongly and 
then came on as a sub in a friendly 
match against the Malaysian Olympic 
feam. Les Scheinflug was alerted to 
Muscat’s talent and maturity and the 
rest is history. 
Muscat was the youngest member of 
the ‘91 Coca Cola Young Socceroos, 
who made the semi-finals in Portugal. 
His natural leadership and experience 
made him an automatic choice as 
captain of the ‘93 Young Socceroos. 
Who can forget the heart-breaking 

_ scenes that 


South Meiboume is going into the 
professional sports business, and 
there’s no turning back. The huge 
investment in the Middle Park facility 
commits the club to long-term planning 
and corporate decision-making. South 
Melboume will have to think like a busi- i 
ness to stay in business. An exciting era gE

It's long overdue. For too long 
this sporting giant has been content to 
make only small steps in progress. The 
loyal support of Melbourne’s Greek 
community made South Melbourne 
wealthy and secure; maybe too cosy for 
South’s own good. While the club was 
able to rule the roost in Melbourne, 
clubs in Sydney and Adelaide were the 
pioneers of professionalism in — 
Australian soccer. 

In the past five years, South 
Melbourne has closed the gap. Today 
the club has two full-time officers to 
handle marketing and administration. 
The board, led by George Vasilopoulos, 
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KEVIN MUSCAT _ 


is the essence of stability in a club that 
has known a tumultuous past. A 
younger generation of supporters is tak- 
ing on key roles in the club and promot- 
ing fresh ideas 

But the grand idea of a profes- 
sional club will take root in the turning 
of that first sod. Middle Park, after 
decades of decay disguised only by a 
fresh coat of paint, will become a mod- 
ern soccer stadium. To pay for the ren- 
ovations, the club will persue an aggres- 
sive marketing plan. Poker machines, 
restaurants and bars will generate the 
revenue that will inevitably flow to soc- 
cer activities. Players will join coaches 
on the payroll full-time. Every facet of 
the club’s activities will be treated pro- 
fessionally and the potential that has 
lain dormant for ‘so long will be 
unleashed. If it sounds a lot like Club 
Marconi today, it’s not coincidental. 
South Melbourne will soon be taking 
giant steps to catch and surpass the very 
best. 


semi-final loss to Brazil? Muscat; 
tears. streaming down his. cheeks, 
applauding the sell-out Melbourne 
crowd for their support: Muscat was 
shattered; winning is all:that matters 
to him. 

Kevin Muscat will get another shot at 
international glory when the Coca Cola 
Olyroos take aim at the 1996 Olympic 
Games in Atlanta. The tough full 
back is held in high regard by the 
national coaching hierarchy. it would 
be no surprise if he were named 
Olyroo captain. But for now Muscat 
is focussed on the Coca Cola Soccer 
League championship. Like everyone 
at South Melbourne, Muscat has 
something to prove after last sea- 
son’s play offs. debacle. 

“There’s a lot of experience in the 
team, but at the end of the day we 
have to be hungry enough for the 
championship, to. want to win the 
Grand Final so bad,” he says. “The 
ability is there, no question, but we 
have to find the hunger.” 

Muscat figures that Melbourne 
Knights and Adelaide City are the 
clubs South: Melbourne must over- 
come to win the championship.’ He 
has one big:reason for hoping 
Marconi’s challenge fades away: 
"Steve Corica of Marconi is so hard to 
mark,” says Muscat, wincing as he 
recalls the 8-0 aggregate drubbing 
handed out by Marconi last April. 
“When he runs at you :there’s no way 
you.can: hope to stay with him‘and 
then get a tackle in: When he’s:run-. 
ning you struggle. ‘The only. way is to 
stop him when he first gets the ball; 
and that’s not easy either.” 

Kevin Muscat’s football destiny will 
surely carry him beyond.these:

he Marconi club once again is leading the way in 

the development of Womens soccer. Not only 

inside Australia but overseas as well. The all pow- 

erful Marconi Womens Team is embarking on a 
tour of Italy in early 1995. 

Ex-Female Socceroo Captain and Marconi 
Player\Coach Anissa Tann outlines the trip to Italy. 

“I recently had the pleasute of spending some 
time with AC Milan, obviously that was a great Football 
experience, but while I was there I researched into 
Italian Womens Soccer and decided that it has to be the 
ultimate challenge for a progressive club like Marconi to 
compete in Italy.

The trials unearthed exciting new talent in Lisa Burns 
and Tonya Stephens and these new young players will 
join other talented young players such as Kylie Budini 
and Slav Orlic in pushing the more established State and 
International players to the limit. 

Tann who is also the Development Officer for the 
N.S.W. Amateur Soccer Federation says that Womens 
soccer is booming all over Australia, with registrations in 
all states on the increase. She says it is a boost to the 
female game when top CCSL sides such as Marconi, 
Sydney Olympic, Heidelberg and Melbourne Knights 
realise the Football and marketing potential of Female 
soccer and support Female Teams. 

Also at the more formal State Federation struc- 
tures have begun to realise the potential of Female play- 
ers and have developed elite Youth Squads. Both NSW 
and Queensland have strong Academy programs, where 
players are given weight programs, nutrition advice and 
of most importance top quality coaching. Both States 
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are in fact using highly qualified ex Female Socceroos, as 
Coaches, in Leigh Waddell and Connie Byrnes. It’s no 
surprise then that these programs are paying off and both 
Queensland and NSW dominate State Championships at 
all ages. 

Bymes said “If other States don’t bow to the obvi- 
ous demand from the female market then the two State 
domination will continue and strengthen.” This argu- 
ment is mirrored by Robert Wheatley Schools 
Development officer in the Sydney Morning Herald who 
said “we are astonished at the number of girls who have 
joined the sport. In Primary Soccer there are 400 Boys 
teams and 396 Girls teams and in High Schools 438 Boys 
teams and 420 Girls teams. This is a massive increase in 
playing population.” 

More and more people are being exposed to top 
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Female Soccer as exhibition Challenge matches are being 
organised as curtain raisers to CCSL games such as 
Marconi v Brunswick Pumas. These games help the 
Marconi players focus on the path to Italy and the train- 
ing regime that the players have been set is in essence the 
same time commitment as for a CCSL player, even 
though the players are still Amateur and will have to pay 
their way to Italy. Though this is where the Marconi 
‘Machine’ comes into play and it is fully behind them in 
fundraising and sponsorship. 

Who knows, the first fully professional Aussie 
Abroad may not be far away.

you'll get few argu- 
ments that this club 
based in Sydney’s 
thriving south-west 
suburbs is instantly 
recognisable as the 
biggest force in 
Australian soccer RAY GATT of the 
Australian reports. 

Of course, those involved with 
Adelaide City and South Melbourne 
might quibble about such a statement, 
but, in reality, neither well run club can 
approach the stature of this truly amaz- 
ing club. 

If ever there was a success story in 
Australian soccer then Marconi is it. 

Both on and off the field, the 
Fairfielders have made such giant 
strides that they are now being com- 
pared with some of the more affluent 
tugby league clubs in New South Wales. 

Anyone who has visited the mag- 
nificent licensed club in Bossley Park 
will attest to the standing Club Marconi 
now has in the local as well as the gener- 
al community. 

The club recently spent $12 mil- 
lion to renovate its premises and the 
Tesult is absolutely stunning. And, that’s 
not to mention the superb Marconi 
Stadium which adjoins the club. 

There is little doubt the ground is 
one of the best soccer set-ups in the 
country and there are plans to expand it 
to include another grandstand to 
accommodate some games during the 
Sydney 2000 Olympics. 

The club does outstanding trade 
in bar sales, poker machines and dining 
and bistro. As well it has incredible 
turnover through its three TAB termi- 
nals and three Keno outlets. Not sur- 
prisingly, the club won the award for the 
biggest Keno turnover last year. 


if Club Marconi is a hugh success 
off the field, then they are equally as 
successful on it. The club has a proud 
record in the national league, having 
won the title four times. 

Three of those championships 
have come in the last six years. Under 
Bertie Mariani they won the title in 1988 
- the last year of winter soccer for the 
national league then won the champi- 
onship the very next season - the first of 
summer soccer. 

And, people forget they almost 
made it three in a row except they were 
beaten 1-0 by Sydney Olympic in the 
1989-90 season. 

Of course, under Frank Arok, the 
club returned to its mantle of Kings of 
Australian soccer last season when they 
beat Adelaide City 1-0 in the grand final 
at Parramatta Stadium. 

Things have not gone so smoothly 
for the Fairfielders this season. They 
have struggled for most of the year 
though they can never be discounted as 
a championship threat. 

Despite rumblings of discontent 
over the coaching style of former 
Socceroo coach Arok, Marconi, as is 
usual, is a club which tries to disassoci- 
ate itself with talk of sacking coaches. 

Unlike other clubs, it prefers to 
see out a season with a coach before 
making changes after season's end. 

And that is what Marconi is all 
about ... stability. 

It is something social club 
President Tony Labbozzetta has 
instilled in the club during his so far 
incredibly successful tenure. 

Mr Labbozzetta, who is also an 
Australian Soccer Federation commis- 
sioner, has been one of the driving

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forces behind the club’s emergence over 
the last decade. 

His influence in the game at all 
levels is undoubted and is testimony to 
the hunger for work, determination and 
will to succeed, of the man. 

Another man who is involved in 
many facets of the Football club is Frank 
Labbozzetta who in the past has played. 
the role of the secretary and manager of 
the team. Frank has a good reputation 
with his peers, a forthright manner and 
a strong opinion on the game.

club, there is no way it will rest on its 
laureis. 

The soccer committee is also 
working tirelessly to keep the blossom- 
ing Marconi soccer juniors at the fore- 
front. The juniors, like the seniors, have 
an enormous reputation and are among 
the most feared teams in the State. 

The Marconi Soccer Academy, 
a brainchild of Arok, is expected to 
pay a handsome dividend for the 
club. Arok does not mask the fact 
that he believes that the Academy 
will produce Australian soccer's 


first million dollar player. 

And, there is no doubt it could 
also lead to Marconi becoming the first 
club to have its players go fully profes- 
sional. 


Certainly, it will have the means in 
the not too distant future to do it and 
that will only benefit the sport in this 
country. It needs only one club to make 
the move and some of the others will 
have to follow. 


And that is why they call Marconi 
the trend-setters.

And in it, one supposes, will be at 
least some hints about Thomson’s long 
term plan and specifically what kind 
oftactical formula he wants to pursue 
and with what players. How, we can 
boldly ask, will the Coca-Cola Socceroo 
lineup look at the peak of the next 
World Cup qualifiers in 1997? 

Of course much will depend on 
imponderable factors: Which of the 
overseas based players Thomson has in 
his telescope will be available for this 
series? Which players of the existing lot 
will quit international duty before 1997? 
Which will have their career cut short by 
injury? and which young players will 
emerge and surge to such heights of 
form their selection will be mandatory? 

indeed, looking back, Thomson’s 
early selections didn’t tell us much 
about his long term plans. The lineup 
for his first game in charge, as caretaker 
against Hajduk Split in June 1990, had 
only three players who survived through 
till last year’s battles with Argentina: 
Zabica, Wade and Amold.

And, I believe, neither Zabica nor 
even Wade may have been first choices 
against Argentina had Bosnich, Zelic 
and Farina been available for both 
games. 

To illustrate the point, this was 
the team against Hajduk in that one nil 
win in Sydney; Zabica; Van Egmond, 
Yankos, Bernal, Tobin, Jolevski; Tapai, 
Wade, McCulloch: Trimboli, Amold. 


And not much changed in the 
games that immediately followed. It 
was only the game against England a 
full year later that the eventual

Thomson plan began to hatch. Zelic, 
Durakovic, Tobin, Wade, Arnold and 
both Vidmar brothers were in the team.

Well let’s check first on who is 
likely to survive from what I believe was 
Thomson’s first choice in 1993 (with no 
injuries or suspensions): Bosnich; T. 
Vidmar, Durakovic, Ivanovic, Tobin, 
Van Bierk; Slater, Zelic, A. Vidmar, 
Farina and Amold. 

The picture is remarkably good 
for survivors. Only Ivanovic is certain to 
go because of his age. In addition Farina 
has already announced his national 
team retirement and it is safe to assume 
that Amold, 46 caps and three World 
Cup campaigns behind him (not to say 
reporterdly on his way to the J League), 

Will choose not to be around in 
four years time. 

Of the others only Durakovic, 
Tobin and Slater will be on the wrong 
side of 30 by France “98, Of those three 
Tobin and Slater will have the least 
competition for their positionswhile 
Durakovic, if he doesn’t lose the speed 
so essential tohis game, may well be 
there as well. As for the rest -Bosnich, 
the Vidmar brothers, Van Blerk and 
Zelic - they would all be in Thomson’s 
calculations unless something goes 
dreadfully wrong with their careers. For 
example Van Blerk and Aurelio Vidmar 
are both playingfor fairly mediocre 
European Clubs and their future as top 
flight pros is not yet guaranteed. 


So much for the survivors from 
‘93. What then of the new crop, espe- 
cially those whose talents make them ail 
but indispensable? 

Looking at our rich new wave of 
talent I can find at least eight players 
whose selection Thomson will find very 
hard to resist. Indeed I am sure he has 
already earmarked places for some of 
them. They are: Corica, Viduka, Okon, 
Veart, Lazaridis, Bingley, Agostino and 
Schwarzer. 

There will be others who may 
emerge in the meantime but the above 
eight, in my view, are already players of 
true international class whether they 
play here or overseas. And it appears it’s 
Thomson’s view, too. Apart from 
Agostino and Viduka all were already in 


his squad against Argentina. 

Let's have a look then at the most 
likely first choice eleven three years 
from now. But first, what formation? 
Recent conversations with Eddie 
Thomson imply that he will discard his 
one man up front plan. A much richer 
reservoir of strikers than he had three 
years ago, he told me, will make this 
possible. 

So to the team. In goal Mark 
Bosnich it appears is as good a keeper 
as this country has ever had. He is auto- 
matic although if his club priorities 
again got in the way I am sure Thomson 
would not lose any sleep over Schwarzer 
either. ’ 

Given that Zelic is now more 
favoured as playmaker - and probably 
captain - Paul Okon is the obvious 
choice at libero. That’s where he now 
plays for Club Bruges and all that is 
needed is for Thomson to persuade him 
to return. 

I believe Bingley and Tobin will 
end up as the two stoppers, although 
Durakovic, if he keeps going, can be 
bracketed with the immensely talented 
Bingley, so useful in taking up attacking 
roles. 

The gifted Lazaridis, potentially, is 
a better player than Van Blerk. I think he 
will - or should - get the nod for the 
attacking left back role. Right back is a 
question mark. Tony Vidmar is more 
naturally left sided although on the right 
Kevin Muscat is his only real rival. If 
Kevin can return to what he once was 
and curb his physical excess 

There is no question Tony Vidmar 
will be in the squad but you’d have to 
bracket Muscat with him. 

Looking at the midfield choices 
reveals a temptation to return to the 
one-striker formula. There are so many 
top class midfielders available, 
Thomson may be tempted to use more 
than the three he would be restricted to 
if he uses two stoppers, a sweeper and 
two strikers. Slater, Zelic Corica, Veart 
and Aurelio Vidmar will all be in con- 
tention. Veart, don’t forget, has been 
used as a wide, right-sided midfielder by 
Thomson before and did very well there. 
And there’s also the talented “baby’ 
Talay. 

But if I read Thomson's hidden 
sentiments correctly, 1 think he will go 
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for a three-man midfield in Slater, Zelic 
and Corica. Only unforeseen turbulence 
in the career of Slater - likely to be on 
the move again - makes me bracket 
Veart with him. 


Up front the choices will be 
Viduka, Agostino, Veart (as a striker) and 
Amold (if he hangs around). It’s not an 
easy choice, even if you have the “luxu- 
ry’ of using two. Besides, how do we 
know who will rise to lay better claims? 
Adrian Cervinski, Pondeljak, Milicic, 
Cardozo, Boutsianis. What if Ivan Kelic 
starts banging them in for some top 
European club? Maybe an improved 
and more productive Taliedoros. Who 
knows? 

But the first four, I believe, have 
the best credentials if one wants to gaze 
three years ahead. 


But which two? The best way to 
the answer is by elimination. Arnold, So 
much older than the others, is the easi- 
est to prune; he may well just quit the 
Coca-Cola Socceroos, or even be over- 
looked Veart is much harder to ignore. 
He has, for me, already arrived and 
frankly I would have picked him even 
against Argentina ahead of Farina. He is 
as quick, as strong, technically better 
and a superior finisher (his glaring miss- 
es in Auckland notwithstanding). 

But Veart is a midway player, mid- 
way between midfield and the front and 
it is likely Thomson will groom him 
more in that role. He may well end up 
competing with the likes of Slater or 
Corica than with the strikers. 


That leaves Viduka and Agostino, 
two young men not yet ready to lead the 
senior Coca-Cola Socceroo attack but 
who I fancy will be by 1997. 


And it’s a pretty good front fork. 
Viduka, immensely talented and better 
technically, the perfect foil for the barn- 
storming, more athletic Agostino. 

So this then would, or should I say 
will, be the team: 

Bosnich; Okon: Muscat, Bingley, 
Tobin, Lazaridis; Slater, Zelic, Corica; 
Viduka, Agostino. 

And, before I am accused of doing 
something I have never done - teach the 
national coach how to suck eggs - this is 
not my team but what I think will be 
Eddie Thomson’s team.

South Melbourne, 
Adelaide City and Marconi would have 
been in the predictions of the blindest 
and most reckless punter. 

But what of the others? The 
Melbourne Knights, Sydney United and 
Sydney Olympic. Of that trio only 
Olympic, because they are a well-sup- 
ported club if no other real reason, may 
have taken the fancy of some. 

But surely not the Knights and not 
the Crows, Sure, we knew Viduka was a 
talent. Pondaljak has banged in a few in 
the past. And ‘Stabber’Marth was a dom- 
inating, Coca-Cola Socceroo periphery 


type. 


We knew, too, that Manfred is a 
good coach. That Kalac, Popovic and 
Stanton have potential. That Krslovic, 
not to mention Manis, have quite some 
talent. 


But top six? No, not even -money. 
The Eagles, West Adelaide and 
Ratcliffe’s resilient Wolves - who made it 
last year - were better bets. 


Who, we could have asked, are 
the Cervinski brothers? And De Amicis. 
Nice name, but can he play? And 
Horvat. Good player, big lad. But is he a 
Zelic or Okon? And that other young, 
guy. 

Bulja-something. Good kids. But 
just kids. And who is this bloke Bazic? 
What has he done, wherever he came 
from? Same with Manfred’s mob. | 
mean Milicic. Good player, top scorer. 
But where? in the Youth League. 

Ante Moric. Good Skills. Give him 
a couple of seasons and he might be a 
senior regular. But here we are, less 
than six months later, proved silly again. 
The Knights, with their unknown 
Cervinskis, romping their way to the 
premiership. And the young United, 
beating the arrogant pants off the 
Marconis, never being or looking worse 
than third. 
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No the key to the top six is not 
South Melbourne, Adelaide City and 
Marconi. Don't let’s bore each other. 
‘You and | already know ail three have 
the class and experience to win it, and 
so does everyone else. 

The key is the other three. How 
good are they really? | will discount two 
of them as surefire winners. Sydney 
Olympic and Sydney United have both 
been spanked this season: Olympic wal- 
loped by the big seven at Marconi and 
United hit for six by their brothers, the 
Knights. 

That kind of vulnerability makes 
them unsafe bets. Marconi are having 
problems which, the Arok factor not 
withstanding, | don’t think will leave 
them in the climactic struggle. Their lack 
of unison, because of injuries, absen- 
teeism by rep players and the defection 
of Pelucchi, have done so much dam- 
age it may be too iate. 

South Melbourne remain equally 
vulnerable.

Their defence, so wobbly in 
recent games against the Knights and 
Brisbane, needs a big cure - and | did 
see the figures which show they have 
among the best defences in the league. 

The teams | can fault the least are 
the Melbourne Knights - stunning con- 
sistency - and Adelaide City - magic tim- 
ing, as usual. 

They are my tips for the Grand 
Final. 

Beyond which | will not go. Either 
will be an apt winner for me.

Spell-bound by the feats of Shane Warne, droves 
of youngsters are bowling up to cricket clinics 
around Australia, wanting to be leg-spinners.

Up until now, specialist goalkeeper 

coaching was the domain 

of the elite, but DAVID LOWDEN 

says authorities are falling 

over themselves to cash 

in on the unprecedented 

interest in “goalies.” 


epending on your definition of success, 

Australia is yet to foster a keeper who has made 

it at the tip level overseas. Having said that, the 

day we see a keeper graduate from the Coca- 
Cola Soccer League to Europe, may not be too far off. 

No I haven't taken leave of my senses by forgetting to 
mention Mark Bosnich. He doesn't count as a homegrown 
keeper who’s hit the big time. 

Bosnich is a product, (and a very good one), of the 
English football system. He did a “Craig Johnston” and left 
Australia as a hopeful teenager. He learnt his trade with 
Manchester United on a student’s visa before honing his 
skills with the Coca-Cola Young Socceroos at Portugal ‘91 
and the Coca-Cola Olyroos in Barcelona. 

On his return to England he linked up with Aston Villa 
where he has earned the respect of his peers and the adula- 
tion of millions. (Last month he was named the best goal- 
keeper in the Premier League). 

Bosnich deserves all the adulation he receives 
because his talent is beyond argument. However, not every-

one would have the courage or the 
determination, to fly to England with no 
guarantees. 

The Australian Soccer Federation 
is moving quickly to institute programs 
which will develop a pool of talented 
goalies. 

Up until now, the coaching sys- 
tem here has sadly overlooked the most 
important person in any side. 
Goalkeepers were recruited from the 
ranks of plays who couldn’t hold down a 
position elsewhere on the park. It was 
left up to them to learn through trial and 
error. 

It’s incredible that out of that sys- 
tem there are now ten goalies earning a 
living overseas. Out of that group, as 
many as five could become the first 
Aussie to play a full national league sea- 
son in Australia and then kick on in a 
first division team in Europe. 

There can be no underestimating 
the value of the goalkeeper to a team. 
Australia would have been knocked out 
of the World Cup against Carfada if it 
wasn't for Mark Schwartzer’s heroic 
penalty saves. 

Importantly, twenty-one year old 
Schwartzer does have a coach and he 
says its transformed him, both on and 
off the park. “He’s helped a hell of a Jot, 
particularly my technique and training 
but also in attitude.” 

Most CCSL clubs have a coach but 
their knowledge and teaching methods 
vary. To find the next Bosnich we need 
a formalised program which nurtures 
and identifies talented youngsters. 

At present, any child with their 
heart set on learning the art of goalkeep- 
ing, would have to make do with limited 
tuition at a general soccer clinic. 

However, all that is about to 
change. The A.S.F. is about to begin a 
specific goalkeeping course which will 
standardise what is taught at clinics and 
provide coaches with specific goalkeep- 
ing accreditation. 

The ASF’s National Development 
Officer, Steve Darby, (who was himself 
an apprentice goalkeeper in England) 
says Australia my become a world 
leader in goalkeeper training. “We 
believe this course could be one of the 
first of its kind in the world, Mark 
Bosnich’s success has sparked a new 
enthusiasm and it’s important we have 
properly trained coaches who can reach 
kids at the grass roots level If we can get 
them at an early age and show them the 
best techniques, we’ll get more 
Bosnichs.” 

Also tapping into the Bosnich- 
inspired surge in goalkeeping is Martin 
Reusch, a Sydney based manufacturer 
of goalkeeper’s apparel. Perhaps he is 
just trying to broaden the market, but 
Reusch has organised the first series of 
clinics using the state of the art equip- 
ment. He has imported from Germany 
a ball machine (not unlike those used in 
tennis) to fire soccer balls at different 
speeds and angles in quick succession. 

The clinics are run by goalkeepers 
currently playing in the Coca-Cola 
Soccer League. Mark Schwartzer has 
been taken by the enthusiasm. “A lot of 
the kids came up to me and said they 
saved a penalty and that’s really good. 
Usually when you’re young you just 
want to kick a ball around the park.” 

On a bad day goalkeepers are the 
villains. Mark Bosnich has shown they 
can also be heroes.
